“Led by lust for oil and also the de- 
sirability of this country as a base for 
future trade operations, American cap- 
italists no doubt will induce the Amer- 
ican capitalistic government to inter- 
vene in Mexico. 

Trusts Aid to Avarice. 

“Also America, to increase its scope 
and its influence, is turning toward 
the east, and has chosen Armenia as 
a future victim, and is enticing her 
with foodstuffs. But America wishes 
to use Armenia as a base for future 
oppressions and destruction of minor 
nationalities. The capitalists wish to 
create a market for goods there for 
which they want precious minerals and 
metails. 

“The revolutionary committee in 
America is busy along two lines: Pay- 
ing the way for a union of the 1. W. W. 
and the Communist party, and the 
crushing of Gompers’ unions and other 
traitorous parties to avoid any repeti- 
tion of what happened in Germany. 
The Gompers machine must be broken 
up, because it failed to support the 
revolutionary movement. 

' Says U. 8. Can’t Come Back. 

“Although America is rich in nat- 
ural resources and raw materials and 
possesses more than half the world’s 
gold supply, restoration to normal pre- 
war economic life is impossible.

'Tests at the Missouri experiment sta- 
tion developed that satisfactory beef | 
can be produced ‘from 2 year old steers 
by feeding the corn as silage, together 
with linseed meal and clover or alfalfa

A ration of corn silage, alfalfa 
and linseed meal produced. gains at 
about two-thirds to three-fourths of the 
cost per pound. compared with a full 
feed on shélled or ear corn. The cost 
was based on the market price of these 
feeds during the last five years. It was 
found that a ration of corn silage and 
alfalfa hay produced a gain of two and. 
one-fourth pounds a day for the first 
sixty days with 2 year old cattle. 

These experiments showed that the 
extensive use of silage without shelled 
or ear corn involves the investment of. 
less money in feed and decreases the | 
cost of gains. Feed experts claim it 
permits a larger volume of business 
and enables the average farmer to par- 
ticipate in the enterprise.
